ALDERGROVE AIR FIELD. 
North Ireland SP— A British jet 
bomber flashed across the At­ 
lantic Ocean and back today in 
•lightly over IO hours. 
The double crossing in a single 
day was the first in history. 


The sleek black C anherra also 
smashed all previous records for 
a west to east passage as it 
streaked 
home 
from 
Gander. 
Nfld.. western terminus of the 
epic flight. 


'The whole trip of 4 144 miles took 
IO hours 4 minute*, including 
a 
two-hour stopover at Gander. 
This mas the timetable of the 
bomber s trip, in terms of British 
Daylight Time which is six hours 
ahead of Eastern Standard: 
6 34 a rn—Left Aldergrove. 
11:12 a m —A* rived Gander. 
1:10 p.m .—Left Gander. 
4 38 p m —Reached Aldergrove. 
The 
plane 
fought 
190-mile-an- 
hour headwinds on its east to west 
flight, but was helped by them on 
the trip home. 


The average speed on the home 
leg was Just over 600 miles an hour 
The 2.072 -mile fig h t took three 
hours 26 minutes. The flight from 
Northern Ireland to Newfoundland 
required four hours 38 minutes. That 
was almost 40 miles an hour slower 
than 
the 
east-to-w est 
record 
of 
483 91 miles an hour established last 
August in the same plane by the 
tame pilot—Wing Commander R o­ 
land Beaumont of the Royal Air 
Force.

Two Hour Slop 


The Canberra bomber was re­ 
fueled during its two hour stop in 
Newfoundland. 
With 
unfavorable 
head 
winds, 
the flight from Northern Ireland 
to Newfoundland took 4 hours 41 
minute*. The prevailing winds n o r ­ 
m ally favor planes heading east­ 
ward over the Atlantic, and the 
Canberra a crew 
hoped to m ake 
the home leg rn about 3 hours 30 
m inutes. That would m ean a round 
trip across the Atlantic in a little 
over eight hours flying time, or IO 
hour* elapsed tim e 


No plane ever 
has m ade the 
round trip in a single day. 
The twin-jet bomber belongs to 
the Royal Air Force and is piloted 
by Wing Comm ander Roland Bea- 
ihont, 32, with a crew of two. 
It Is 2,072 79 m iles from here to 
Gander, 
m aking 
the

•bout 4,145 m iles.

HURT MARKETS 


W ith the tom ato season In Adams 
County 
approaching 
its 
peak, 
a 
large num ber of out-of-state buyers 
were reto rted today to be buying 
the local product without Inspec­ 
tion. som etim es at higher prices, to 
be processed out of the county. 
Com m enting on this buying, Don 
Horst, crop supervisor for the C. H. 
M usselman 
Co.. 
Biglerville, 
said: 
“The quality of the tom atoes, ap ­ 
ples and other fruit products grown 
In the A ppalachian area is well­ 
known A few years of open-m arket 
ungraded buying could destroy this 
reputation, to the possible benefit 
of o u t-o f-state canners and perm a­ 
nent harm to local growers. 
Good G row er Penalized 
"It penalizes the careful, scien­ 
tific 
grower 
w ithout 
perm anently 
helping 
the 
careless 
grower 
who 
does 
not 
understand 
th a t 
open- 
m arket buyers of this type vanish 
as suddenly as they appear.” 
O ther canning com pany officials 
com m ented in th e sam e vein. Mr. 
Horst pointed 
out, however, 
th a t 
most 
“su b stan tial” 
local 
tom ato 
growers are honoring their com m it­ 
m ents and “expect to make out as 
well as those dealing with fly-by- 
night buyers taking advantage of 
tem porary m arket fluctuations.” 
He added th a t “W hile it is true 
that some growers have had trouble 
with paym ents and haulage agree­ 
m ents w ith unknow n buyers, th a t 
is not the real danger. In the long 
run the quality of our crops is our 
chief reason for success in the n a ­ 
tional m arkets.” 
Mr. H orst pointed out th at county 
canners not only take locally-grow'n 


i crops but provide work for local 
residents. O u t-o f-state buying hu rts 
local payrolls, he said.
